The conMct between the rights 
of a mother and her unborn 
chOd will be scrutinised inatest 
case likely to become a cause 
calibre over the rights of preg- 
nant women to choose to refuse 
medical intervention. 

The case spotlights the 
dflemma faced by doctors when 
women refuse treatment, ^nch 
has led to a growing trend of 
judges forcing mothers to 
undei;^ unwanted Caesarean 
operations. 

The planned judicial review 
by a 29-year-old south London 
woman follows a decision a 
social worker to section her un- 
der the 1983 Mental Health Act 
because of her refusal to ac^t 
treatment for pre-eclampsia, a 
condition involving high blood 
pressure. 

After she was transferred 
from a mental to a general hos- 
pital doctors secured an emer- 
gency court order ghing the 
go-ahead for treatment, in- 
dudlng a Caesarean, without the 
patient - identifiable only as Ms 
S - being legally represented. 


The operation was carried 
out several hours later wiien the 
woman, who was 36 weeks 
pr^oast, gave f»r^ to a daugh- 
ter, now aged 10 months. 

. Ilie woman's exp^ence is 
the latest instance o^udgK au- 
thorising Caesareans against a 
patient's will, provokmg grow- 
mg annety among groups pro- 
moting iroprovM care and 
choice in childbirtb. 

She said outside the 
Court; “1 was prepaiedto take 
the risk that both of us would 
die for prindples I feel very 
strongly abouL It is a matter of 
public concern that hospitals 
can use underhand means to 
force patients to have treatment 
which they have quite clearly 
stated they don't wish to baive.” 

Ms S is seeking pennission 
for a review, claiming that a 
London Borough of Merton so- 
cial worker, Louize Collins, 
wrrongfuUy applied to two doc- 
tors under tim Act for her ad- 
mission to a mental hospital 
that she was wrongfully de- 
tained by the National Health 
Service trusts nmnhig Spring- 
field Hospital and St George's 
Hospital looting, and unlaw- 


fully denied access to a court or 
a mental health tribunal. She 
also claims that she is the \ic- 
tim of sex discrimmation. 

Ms CoUins had been con- 
tacted by a local GP after Ms S 
refused treatment for pre- 
edampsia, winch can require an 
urgent Caesarean in very severe 
cases, although he warned her 
that she was risking her own 
death and that of unborn 
child. Ms Collins said in her re- 
port, eactracis of ^licfa were read 
to the court yesterday, that Ms 
S/'had little interest in her 
own survival and certainly none 
in the survival of the baby". 

She also talked of punisbing 
her former partner, with whom 
she no longer had a rehtionriiip, 
and ^d. that she hoped be 
would feel guilty if she died. 
When told tlut she arid the 
would probably die, she had 
said, "so be it". She had indi- 
cated more than once that *‘a 
dead babywould be a solution 
as she in noway wanted it", the 
court was told. 

While the judge, Mr Justice 
Stuart While, adjourned the 
case yesterday, it is expected to 
return fev bearing by a special- 


ist judicial reviewjudge within a 
few weeks. 

Judy Crompton, secret^ of 
the feminist’s professional 
group Positive Care in Obstet- 
rics and Gynaecology, said: 
‘Hliere seems to be a vim* that 
ifawoman is pregnant that gives 
other people rights over her per- 
son and her b^y." 

British courts have fought shy 
of expre^y suggesting that the 
rights of tte unborn dmd should 
override those of the mother, but 
they have in effect treated them 
as at least equal The theme run- 
ning Ihrou^ a series of rulings, 
be^nning in 19^, is that a 
woman has no ri^t to take her- 
self or her unborn chOd to de- 
struction by refusing consent 
Ah' a CaesareaiL altlKX^ the op- 
eration itself carries ri^ 

Ms S specifically indicated 
her opposition to intervention 
in writing ei^res^ toid the hos- 
pital authorities that she want- 
ed to diallenge her detention 
and bad asked for the court or- 
der to be fazed to a solicitor. 
Had she secured access to a 
lawyer ^ could have applied 
for a writ of habeas corpus.

Top tax inspector found 
guilty of taking bribes

Michael Allcock, the maverick 
Inland Revenue investigator, 
was found guilty of takmg bnbes 
“on a breathtaking scale" by an 
Old Bailey court yesterday. 

Allcock rose to become* one 
of the country's top tax insp^- 
tors but over a fh’e-year period 
he banked more than £150,000 
in cash as bribes, mostly from 
Middle Eastern businessmen. 

In a trial that lasted four 
months the Old Bailey jurywas 
told that the former section 
leader from the elite S02 la.x 
investigation office tn London 
- w’hicb recovered an estimat- 
ed £100m in unpaid ta.\es be- 
tween 1989 and 1992-became 
a law unto hinuself. 

John Black, for the po^secu- 
lion. said: “This public official 


look bribes on a scale which was 
quite breathtaking, from 
extremely wealthy Middle East- 
ern businessmen based in Lon- 
don. *ntey bought him off and 
in excbai^> he enabled them to 
avoid investigation into their tax 
affairs." 

After his arrest in 1992 po- 
lice raided Allcock's home in 
Colchester, Essex, and searched 
for details of his financial trans- 
actions over the preceding five 
years. They discovered that he 
had 11 bank accounts and six 
credit cards. They found that 
over this period he paid off 
£57.307 in crecUl card debt and 
that a funher £91,390 was paid 
into his bank accounts. 

Frequently, the court was 
told the cash was paid in the 
form of £50 notes. Jurors were 
told that Uiis monev allowed him 


to live a lifestyle well above that 
provided by his Civil Service 
salary of £45JKH). The court 
heard of his taste for fine wines 
and Jaguar cars and of how he 
told colleagues that legacies 
from his wife's relatives had 
funded his free-spending habits. 

Allcock. 47. denied 1 1 
charges of corruption but after 
deliberating for seven days the 
juty found him guilty of seven. 
In addition to accepting the cssb 
bribes. Allcock was also found 
guilty of corruptly accepting 
the services of a* prostitute, 
Michelle Corrigan. 

In his defence, .Allcot^ had 
told the court that the blonde 
escort girl had become a shoul- 
der to cry on when his wife be- 
came ill with breast cancer. 

Ws counsel Anthony Ar- 
lldge QC described the* rela- 


tionship between Allcock and 
Miss Corrigan as similar to the 
one in the Pretty Wman film. 

Allcock claimed that the af- 
fair developed from one of 
client and prostitute to one 
where he was able to refer to the 
ex-raodel as his "soulmate''. 

Hishan AJwan. 56. an Iraqi- 
born oil trade consultant from 
Knightsbridge in central Lon- 
don, was found guilty with All- 
cock on a charge of providing 
the services of a prostitute. 

AUcDck was alM found guilty 
of accepting a £22,000 all- 
expenses-paid holiday from an 
American businessman. Ara 
Ozterael, who was investigated 
by Allcock's team and found to 
be liable for back-tax. 

Mr Black told the court; 
“His arrogance was such that in 
1992 he went on a holiday with

his family, the accommodation 
and genera] expenses paid in the 
way of bribes." 

The holiday involved a cruise 
to Bermuda, accommodation at 


New York's Plaza Hotel and 
flights on Concorde. 

Following the scandal of the 
Allcock case, the Inland Rev- 
enue has revised the way it op- 
erates and the oldspecialoffi^ 
functions have been absorbed 
bv a new inland Revenue Spe- 
cial Compliance Office, wbich 
employs 420 staff in offices in 
London and the re^ons and tax 
settlements involving millionaire 
businessmen are now subject to 
closer scrutiny. 

‘^’esterday a spokesman for 
the Inland Revenue said: "Ws 
arc investigating disdplinaiy 
proceedings against several in- 
spectors. We had to wait for the 
outcome of this case before tak- 
ing matters further." 

Allcock and Alwan will return 
to the court today for sentenc- 
ing.

91 Tories revolt 
against gun curb 


Plan for Nato-Russia force

More than 90 Toiy MPs voted 
against the Covemmeni Ian 
night in the biggest revolt in this 
parliament. The rcbelHoa 
against plans to crack down on 
handgun ownership was un- 
successful because ministers 
had the support of Labour. 

Five former Cabinet mitusp 
ters voted against the Govern- 
ment. John Rednood. Michael 
Jopling. John MacGn^. John 
Bmen and Tom IGngJoined the 
Tory rebels and 'seven Liberal 
Democrats. 12 Labour MPs 
and three Ulster Unionists. 
The Government won by 394 
votes to US after winning the 
backing of the Labour le^er- 
ship, despite the fact that 91 
Tories voted against it. 

In a debate on the Fircanns 
Amendment Bill, introduced af- 
ter the Dunblane ma.s$acre. the 


Home Secretary. Michael 
Howard, had to rely on Oppo- 
sition support to reveree 
changes made after a rebellion 
bv the gun lobbv' in the Lords. 

' Peers voted* earlier this 
month to allow owners of .22 
weapons to keep their guns at 
home rather thim in clubs so 
long as Ihev were "disassem- 
bled" in advance. Under the 
Lords' amendmenl onh' certain 
parts of the guns would have 
had to be kept in the clubs. 

The change was one of three 

forced through bj’ pro-shooting 
peers. The other two extend 
compensation for gun dealers 
forced out of business a.s a re- 
sult of the law and pay com- 
nensation for gun clubs that arc 
forced to claw. A fourth defeat 
l^' peers, ihai the BOl should re- 
quire the creation ofa police na- 
tional computer register of 
firearms licences, b^ already 
been accepted by ministers.

Naio and Russia should form a 
joint military brigade, the US 
Secretary of Slate Madeleine 
Albright told Naco foreign min- 
isters yesterday. 

The proposal is the firmest 
etqires&ioD yet of a detennina- 
tioD to make Russia feel it has 
, a special relationship with the 
West and allay fears ^ut Nato 
enlargement But it also shows 
that the strident attacks on the 
alliance's enlargement in 
Moscow are finding their mark. 

The Sccrctaiy of State em- 
phasised Naio's dcLcrminatjon 
to take in new members from 
Eastern and Central Europe os 
as soon us possible. She assert- 
ed: "Russia wOl have a voice but 
Russia will not have a t'eio." 

Since the end of the Cold 
War. a special relationship be- 
tween Nato and Russia, known 
os "16 plus one", has evolved 


But Nato has refused to eater- 
tain the idea of a Russian veto 
over Nato decision-making . 

Ms Albright suggested 
troops from one or more of 
Naio’s 16 naiiODs. and from 
Russia, should live, work and 
possibly ^t together in a sin- 
gle, multinational brigade, h is 
a radical suggestion, intended 
to dispel suspicions in Moscow 
that Nato is a hostile organisa- 
tion. "I would hope that it 
would eventuallv have a genuine 
purpose ... and not be a show- 
case kind of a thing," she said. 

Ms Albri^t’s suggestion and 
a proposal for a Nato-Russian 
accord are part of a strategy to 
woo Russia before the Madrid 
summit in July, but neither 
looks particularly convincing. 
.Although the US is detemtined 
to push Nato expansion for- 
ward, the obstacles remain real 

Russian officials have react- 
ed .strongly to Nato's plans to 
expand to embrace East Euro- 
pean countries and last week 
mounted a war of words against 


Nato's Secretary-General. 
Javier Solana, as he toured the 
former Soviet . republics of 
Moldova, Georgia, Armenia 
and Azerbaijan. 

But opposition is also bu3d- 
ing from other quarters, with 
presa comment in the US and 
Europe increasingly hostile to 
the idea. It is clear Ms Albright 
faces an uphill struggle. 

In her first speech to Nato 
since her appointment as Sec- 
retary of Slate, she said Nato's 
vision of a joint Nato-Rusta 
council %'ould promote a reg- 
ular dialogue on majority se- 
’ curity issues, reach concerted 
decisi^ whenever possible, 
and seize opportunities for joint 
action". Mr Solana .said he 
hoped Russia and the alliance 
could seal a new relationship at 
a spedal summit ahead of the 
Madrid summit. 

Nato also agrees to Russian 
demands for changes in the ne- 
gotiating terms of th e con ven- 
tional arms treaty (CFE), to 
reassure the Russia that Nato 


has no intention of stationing 
forces on the territory of its new 
member states in the ^t. 

Diplomats last night re- 
sponded positively to Ms Al- 
bri^t’s suggestion. A Russian 
airborne bri^de of 1^00 troops 
has been depicted in northern 
Bosnia for more chan a year, 
and has been working imder the 
control of the US headquarters 
in Tuzla. In November last year 
Russian and US troops worked 
together to prevent a large 
Scale incursion into Serb terci- 
toiy by armed Muslims. 

Nato sources said a joint 
Nato-Russan force would not 
be out of the question. 'There 
are, however, problems caused 
by the different ways Russian 
and Nato units arc organised. 
Ms Albright was due to arrive 
in London last ni ght . But the 
toughest part of the European 
leg of her trip comes on Thurs- 
day, when she flies to Moscow. 
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Death of hospital doctor 
sparks Aids scare 

The sudden death of a junior doctor working at a Devon h os pital 
prompted an Aids scare yesterd^. The Royal Devon and Exdter 
Healthcare NHS Trust confirmed the doctor died last week. 

“As far as the Trust is aware, the cause of death has not been 
established,'’ a statement said. 

The Exeter coroner’s officer said a post mortem ezaminatioa 
bad been carried out on the doctor, who joined the staff on 5 
February, but the cause of death was unknown. The Thist would 
make no comment about speculation that the doi^r may have 
been infected by the HIV vims. 

However, iter's prospective paiiiamentary Cbnsetvadve 
candidate. Dr Adrian Ro^rs, himself a GP, said he bad been told 
that a doctor from overseas had died “and U Ifitely to be HTV 
positive**.

Gardiner loses High Court battle

Compulsoiy genetic testing for 
insurance poliq^ideis moved 
a step closer yesterday as the 
Assodaiion of British Insurers 
said thanbose who have already 
taken any such test will have to 
report hs results to the compa- 
ny they want cover from. 

Tlie ABL the industiy’^ trade 
body, inrisc^ that the new pol- 
icy reflected existxn^ practice by 
its members. It said that com- 
panies would ignore the results 
of any geuetic tests if th^were 
part ofan applicatioa to buy a 
house worth up to £100,000.

The ABFs statemcni marks 
the latest phase in a debate as 
to whether increasingly sophis- 
ticated genetic tests for a range 
of diseases should be used to 
deny insurance to those who 
may be found to have the 
potential to develop lifc-lhreat- 
ening illnesses. 

Doctors can alreaify diag- 
nose the most common sineje 
gene defects, such as muscular 
dystroi^. Expmis say it will 
soon be possible to predia the 
risk of mote conuiion disorders, 
such as diabetes or rheumatoid 
aitbritis. while heart disease and 
cancer may only be a few yeais 
away. 

Many American companies 
already requm applicants for 
insurance to imdeigo-genetic 
testing. But in the Ofited King- 
dom, fears have been caisol of 
an insurance underclass, unable 
to obtain insurance or peoa&ed 
by a negative genetic test 

The British Medical Associ- 


ation said it WO.S concerned 

over the continuing use of 

health information for non- 
medical piuposes. 

A spokeswman said: “The 
result of a genetic test may ^vc 
a lot of information about an 
indhiduars health. On the oth- 
er hand, h may give vciy little 
information at aTl. 

“Fbr example, a lest may 
indicate a predisposition to a 
particular disease hut the inefi- 
viduaJ may never dct'elop the 
disease. 

“One individual may test 
poritive for a disease without 
having the disease ihemseK’cs." 

The spokeswoman added: 
“At the BMA we arc worried 
about the extent to which ge- 
netic information, which can be 
extremdy complex, could be 
misimerpreted. 

“Vfe are vera pleased that ihc 
ABI has dear^ stated that they 
win not be asking ai^one to take 
a genetic test when they apply 
for life insurance. 

“We remain worried about 
the increasing use of people’s 
health infonnation for non- 
health issues and would be 
concerned if people were dis- 
couraged from finding out more 
about their health needs be- 
cause of fears about the social 
impileatioos of taking a test”

Tlie find^gs of the first offi- 
cial audit of private nurseries 
provoked a political row, with 
Labour asking why only two 
private nurseries had been re- 
fused mon^ under the' Gov- 
ernment’s nursery voucher 
scheme ^en weaknesses had 
been found in so many. 

But GiUian Shephard, the 


Secretary of State for Edoca- 
tion, said she was delighted 
that most nurseries and plary- 
groups were offering hi^- 
qualrty edocatioiL AH parents of 
four-year-olds will shortfy re- 
ceive £1,100 vouchers. 

The report from the Office 
for Standards in Education 
that such weaknesses are wide- 
onead and that 45 per cent of 
the 329 private nurseries and 
playgroup need to be re-in- 
spec^ within oiie or two years.

Day museries and small 
grou^ had the most dimulty 
meeting the standards fiiou^ the 
best of them managed to do so. 

One in four of the nurseries 
inspected had weaknesses in 
maths and <me in five in lit^cy.

Kinkel parries Russia’s 

call for veto over Nato

Moscow 

Even world class fixture has a 
u’anri'Up act aod the encounter 
between Madeleine Albright 
and Russia is no exception. As 
un indignant Moscow awaited 
the new US Secretary of State, 
the second act on the bill 
climbed into the ring>vsterday 
- Germany's Foreign Secre- 
laiy. Klaus Kinkel. 

He came to spar with his 
counterpart. Ye\geoy Primakov, 
over Nato expansion in the 
hope of softening up the Krem- 
lin before the small but deter- 
mined figure of Ms Albri^t and 
her bandu'agon hoves into view 
tomorrow. 

At least one new condition 
was discussed and won Russian 
approval - the prospect of an 
informal accord outlining the 
principles of Moscow's rela- 
tionship with the alliance, to be 
signed before the July summit 
in Madrid, when Nato unveils 
its new' members. 


Germany is closer to Russia 
than any other Western power, 
and has pursued a more con- 
ciliatory line over Nato than the 
United States. But Mr Kinkel 
Ls unlikely to have departed 
much from Ms Albright's main 
script - yes to a Russia-Nato 
cound] and no to a Russian veto 
ov'er Nato affairs. 

His mission coincided with a 
sharp rise in the volume of the 
Nato debate in Rus^ It has be- 
cotne the issue of the hew, with 
the exception of the future of 
Boris Yeltsin. Moscow’s frac- 
tious political elite is almost 
unanimously opposed to the al- 
liance's eastward march, which 
has left Russia feeling threat- 
ened and at risk of a surge in 
anti-Western, nationalist senti- 
menL 

No doubt sensing differences 
within Nato’s 16 members, the 
Russians have been pressing 
their case harder than ever. 77118 
week Primakov told Russia's 
N7V that Russia's concerns 
could be met by revising the 


Conve ntion al Forces in Eu- 
rope (CFE) treaty to specify 
national anus limi^ thus re- 
stricting Nato's ability to intro- 
duce extra tioc^ and weaponiy 
to its new temtoiy. 

And Russia is continuing to 
press for the right to exercise 
^ecific control over the al- 
liance’s activities. Mr lYimakov 
stressed that Moscow regards it 
as “mandatory" that me two 
sides have a legally binding 
charter defining Russia's rela- 
tions with the ^ance, though 
Nato has pledged to refuse 
anything that smacks of a veto. 

Yesterd^, Igor Ivanov, the 
deputy roreign minister, 
weighed in with an interview 
with the Interfax news agency: 
“If you think that it is impossi- 
ble to build or think of true se- 
curity in Europe without Russia 
- and eveiyone is sayin g that to- 
day - let us put it down. Let us 
find a form m which decisions 
on fundamental European se- 
curity matters would ^ made 
jointly by Nato and Russia." 


Whilst the Nato debate will 
dominate the headlinesi, huge 
interest will also focus on the 
performance of Mr Yeltsin. 

These are testing times. One 
paper, Komsomolskaya Pravda, 
has alleged that his w^ Naina, 
has been urging him to stand 
down, a report vriiich prompt- 
ed the Kremlin to accuse the 
reporter of "H G Wells'* style 
fiction and to revoke his ac- 
creditation. Ominous rumours 
have been dtculating of Mr 
Yeltsin’s 66th birthday party, 
most of which be is said to have 
^ent stretched out on a couch. 

Lroldng puffy-fiiced but rel- 
atively alert, Mr Yeltsin yester- 
day met Yasser Arafat But it 
vrill take more than a short 
choreographed public appear- 
ances to convince the world be 
is well enough to govern. 

The biggest burefle comes 
on 6 March, when he is to de- 
liver his state-of-the-oation ad- 
dress to parliament After that 
it is the Helsinki summit with 
Bill Clinton on 20 March.

W hat would you do? Faced 
with a heavily pregnant 
woman suffering firom pre- 
Wtopsia which could kill her and 
we baby, a woman who is refusing 
all treatment, how would you, the 
doctor, react? Reports come in that 
the mother-to-be has been emo- 
tionally unstable during the preg- 
nanQr. claiming not to care whether 
she or the baby lives or dies, 
i In the circumstances, most of us 
•would be tempted to do what the 
‘•doctors of Ms S did - to carry out 
the medical treatment she needs to 
save her life against her will and 
take the consequences later on. 
Better to err on the side of saving 
her life than to abandon her and her 
foetus to the fate she wished upon 
them when in no state to make a 
balanced judgement. 

But hang on a minute. This is dan- 
gerous gpund. U S turns out to have 
been too seriously mentally ill to give 
informeid consent for medical treat- 
ment, then the actions of the courts, 
doctor^ and social workers will have 
been fair enough. But we cannot go 
aroui^ banging women up and oper- 
ating '6n them against their will to 
save the lives of babies they do not 
care about. Nor can we justify inter- 
vening just because their decisions do 
not %em rational to the rest of us.

mental health of mothers and of 
pregnant women according to soda) 
rather than medical criteria. Can we 
be sure we are not doing exactly the 
same thing again now? 

In the circumstances, the doctors' 
response is understandable, li^ed 
to save lives, they will have wanted 
to give S the treatment th^ felt she 
needed to stop her destroying her- 
self and her unborn child. For.make 
no mistake, pre-eclampsia - the con- 
dition S was found to be suffering 
from - is very serious. Mother and 
foetus could both have died. It may 
even be that Ms S is alive to sue 
today only because she was cut open 
against her will. 

The woman brought into casualty 
late one Saturday night, after an 
overdose, will be resuscitated by 
consdentious nurses and doctors, no 
matter how much she wanted to die. 
That’s their job. But a fully conscious 
pregnant woman is different. Unlike 
the pill-popper, she is awake and 
able to make her own dedsion. Nor 
is she actively inflicting harm on her- 
self, she is simply determined to let 
nature take .its course. When patients 
can give consent but don't, we don’t 
treat them. Aids patients are not 
forced on to AZX The victim of 
multiple heart attacks is not forced 
into a heart transplant. No one sec- 
tions the cancer patient who revises 
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radio-therapy, even if death is certain 
without it 

Admittedly, there are two lives at 
stake when a woman is pregnant, but 
that makes no difference to the 
treatment that doctors can legit- 
imately give. If a fiilly consdous, fully 
informed mother-to-be, in full pos- 
session of her senses, refuses the 
treatment that will save her foetus's 
life, there is nothii^ that a doctor can 
legitimately do to intervene. 

It is hard. Much as we rai^t want 
to rescue that foetus, much as we may 
hate the woman for her decision, we 
cannot justify intervention. Once the 


baby is bom, should the mother 
refii^ it lif&isaving care, then doctors 
and social workers can take over and 
edge the mother's judgement out of 
the picture in the interests of the 
child Parents \riio refuse treatment 
for a (fying son or daughter because 
of their religious beli^ should, for 
example, sometimes be overridden 
for tiu sake of their children. But so 
long as that foetus is inside the womb, 
then there is a woman’s body that 

has to be chopped to gfye the 

foetus the treatment it may need Cut- 
ting women open against their will is 
unacceptable. 


The critical phrase, however, is “in ' 
full poss^ion of bersense^. Here,; 
the world slithers from.clear<iit 
vriihe and black into a muxlfy, muddy 
grey. Of course we should xrtzt 
mentally ill people who refuse treat- 
ment, but who cannot undeistancl' 
the consequences of-that d^ision. 
But whait counts as mental HL under:, 
diese ciicumstaoces? Refifikig treat--: 
ment that will save your life- seems ^ 
crazy to most of lis. Refusing, treat- 
ment ±at ixiuld save your baby's life 
is not the behaviour p£ a norm^ 
mother. But this'^dehce is not 

damnin g enough to' s^tioh a 'pre^ 
oant woman under the Mental- 
Health Act And it certainly means 
every care should be taken to make- 
sure the woman gets proper legal 
representation, and the chance to put 
her side of the story if sectioning 
becomes a possibility. 

Who knows yet whether S was 
mentally ill? The trouble is that, 
given the record of British doctors 
and our state representatives in pro- 
nouncing on the health of uncon- 
vention^ pregnant women in the 
past, we cannot help but be sus- 
picious-today. This «ntury, unmar- 
ried mothers were locked up, some- 
times for decades, and so displaying 
deeply abnormal behaviour for the 
society at the time. .Yes, women 
sometimes behave strangely in preg- 


nancy. But the fact that we are all still 
so inclined to treat pregnant women 
so differently from other patients 
should make' us extremely cautious 
in judging the case of S.

Hecs is a remarkable per- 
sonal story, the **American 
Dream" made flesb anew, this 
time in the person of a C^h 
^ who flees totalitarianism for 
the Land of the Free, where sbe 
rises to become the fiist female 
Secretary of State, the highest 
office ever held by a woman. 
But for the c^ualification of 
her foreign birth, she would be 
fourth in line for the presi- 
dent. The ascent has followed 
a classic American pattern, a 
mixture of hard work and indi- 
vidual abilit. and sldll at mak- 
ing contacts which matter. 

In Ms Albright's case, the 
blend proj>eUed her to key 
Democratic backroom foreign 
policy jobs at the White House 
and on Capitol Hill, then to 
Georgetown University and the 
amb^sadorship at the United 
Nations, before Bill Clinton 
chose her. last November for 
the most senior job in his sec- 
ond-term CabineL 
The disclosures about her 
Jewish ancestry, which she 
handled with grace and com- 
posure, generated only passing 
turbulence. Most extraordinary 
of all, nobody vriil^red that 
this roost ‘*diversily-ocmscious'' 
of presidents had picked her 
because of her sex, to reward 
the women's vote which re- 
elected him.' 

Madeleine Albright got the 
job, it was universally t^ed, 
because sbe was the best can- 
didate. And it might be added, 
the most media-genic. 

Where her predecessor 
ren Christopher was cautious 
and shy, bolding a TV camera 
in about the same affection as 
the F^tred head of a cobra, she 
is assertive, outspoken and 
adores the spotlight

'What has been poitrayed in 
the West as the excess of new 
Islamic zeal is in fact pan and 
parcel of a fsir older tradition. 
That is why the unworidly Tal- 
iban were gmumely astooisfaed 
when they were criticised for 
cxmfiofflg Kabuli women to their 
homes - a move intended, th(^ 
said, for their own protection. 

Of course, not all Afghans 
are happy with the Ibhban. 
And there is a long way to go 
before their treatment of 
women can be considered 
acceptable. Nevertheless, they 
have brought peace and secur- 
i^ to a region ravaged war: 
and if they can maintain it, they 
be the best thing to hm e 
happened to ^ghanistan for 
mai^' years.

He had had ambitions to be- 
come a schoolteacher. Finding 
him deaf in one ear, the coun- 
ty coundl withdrew its buisazy. 
On the advice of a physics mas- 
ter, the young Frank then de- 
dded to enter pharma^. So at 
SS Railwsy Street, Nelson, in the 
pharmacy of J. Hayhurst, he be- 
^n his Utree-year appreniice- 
sUp. His plumber father had 
(lied when Frank was five, and 
life w’as obviously a far cry 
from the cushioned existence of 
many students today. Long ap- 
preaticeship hours were coupled 
with evening study at college. 

He passed his preliminary 
scientific examination and also 
entered and won the Pharma- 
ceuiical Journal's practical 
chemistry competitions. He 
: competed for a variety of schol- 
arships open to budding 
pharmacists. These included 
examinations not only in chem- 
istry, physics, pharmacy and 
botany, but al^ required an 
. English essay and serious at- 
' tentioQ to Latin, French or 
German, translating firom and 
into the language sentences 
such as “Evaporation in the 
open air at the temperature of 
the atmosphere depends on 
that of the air. its hygrometric 
state and on the speed of its 
movement”. 

The pharmacy apprentices 
of tliose days had hidden talents. 
Frank Hariley's would out. Ob- 
viously he was destined to prac- 
tise more widely than the 
confines ofa dispensary would 
allow. But die ritual of combined 
work and study was to contin- 
ue. First came'quab'fication as 
a “chemist and druggist”, then 
at the Pharmaceutical Society’s 
School of Pharmacy in Blooms- 
bury Square. London, the diplo- 
ma of pharmaceutical chcmisl. 
A medallist in nearly all his sub- 
jects, he became a demonstra- 
tor at the school and pursued at 
nearby- Birkbeck College further 
pan-ume studies. He graduat- 
ed with first class honours in 
Chemistiy in 1936. 

Now the goal was a PhD 
which he pursued under the di- 
rection of Professor W. Linnell 
when his teaching duties al- 
lowed. He became a Lecturer 
in Pharmaceutical Chemistry at 
the outbreak of the Second 


World His teaching ambi- 
tigns had been fulfilied at leasL 

At the age of 29 Hanley 
became Chief Chemist of 
Organon laboratories, a sub- 
sidiary of the Dutch company 
which had largely ^en under 
German control in Europe. Its 
strength was in steroids, com- 
pounds be returned to after the 
war when he Joined British 
Drug Houses (BDH) as Direc- 
tor of Reseaicb and was in- 
volved in the development of 
the early oral contraceptives. 

Wm brought gi^t demands 
for antibiotics and the need to 
marshal the resources of in- 
dustry to produce penicillm. 
Therapeutic Research Corpo- 
ration was charged with max- 
imising peiuciliin production 
and initiating research into oth- 
er antibiotics. The Minikry of 
Supply also had a Penic^ 
Coramitee. Hartley was ap- 
pointed full-time secretaiy of 
the first and acted as secretary 
of the latter until 1946wbeii he 
joined BDH. BDH &iled to 
market their oral contracep^e 
because of unacceptable ade- 
effecis. This ei^erience no 
doubt was one whidi gave Hart- 
1^ some personal authority in 
his role in the Committee on 
Safet}' of Dru^ when this was 
established years later and on 
the Medicines Commission (as 
Vice-Chaiiman. I974-K). 

He returned as Dean to his 
old college, the School of Phar- 
macy, in 1964, stfl] known as 
“the Scfuare”, now ensoonosd in 
its new premises in Brunswick 
^uare, where it maintains its 
independence and its long tra- 
dition of teaching and research 
in pharmacy, pharmacology and 
toxicology. While Dean, be 
served on many external and! 
university comminees. He ex- 
celled as a chairman, being di- 
rect in his confirontation of 
issues and always having 
the subject in hand mastered 
beforehand. 

Herbert Grainger recently 
commented that Frank Hartley 
“nearly always spoke at length, 
deploymg it seemed, three or 
more lines of reasoning simul- 
taneously. finally plaiting them 
into a rope on which he hoist- 
ed his now fatigued opponents”. 
Not all took ^dly to his pro- 



IbdQF. The eccentric Gladwin 
Buttle. Professor of Pharma- 
cobgy at the Square, alto some- 
what deat though selectively, 
after listening to' a lengthy 
iniioduction to a meeting 
asked pointedly if the Dean 
could repeat what he had said. 

Hartl^ was elected Deputy 
Vice-Chancellor of London 
Uitiversity in 1973 and made 
Vice-Chancellor in 1976, short- 
ly Thereafter demining office as 
Dean of the Square. Through- 
out this period in academia he 
was active outside the univer- 
sity on advisory committees. 
From 1965 to 1967 he was Pres- 
ideni of the Rtwal Institute 
(now Society) of Chemis^. 
Naturally for a pharmacist, 
trained apprenticeship and 
skilled in chemistry and phar- 
macy. be was long assrxnated 
with the standards of drugs 
and medicines. He served on 
two important commissions, 
that on the prevention of 
microbial contamination of 
medicinal product^ and the 
committees of enquiry into con- 
taminated infusion fluids vriiich 
followed firom the Devonport 
fatalities. He worked tirelessly 
for the British Pharmaca- 
(xipoeia (BP), and was chainnan 
of the BP Comm&sioD firom 
1970 to 1980. Throughout the 
worid the letters BP after a dn^ 
name signified its impeccable 
credentials. Pharmacopoeias 
are the embodiment of the 
standards of medicines eosur- 
ing their qiuiUiy, a prelude to enr 
suring their safety and efficacy. 

Hitley also %rved on the 
boards of governors and fi- 
nance committees and coundb 
of a wide array of bo^es, the 
British Postgraduate Medical 
Federation, the British Council 
for the Prevention of BiindDess, 
Kingston Polytechnic, the Roy- 
al Free Hospital and St 
Thomas’s Medical School. He 
was the first pharmacist to be 
made an honoraiy Feliow of the 
Royal College of Physicians in 
1979; later the Surgeons simi- 
larly honoured him. There were 
few facets of the profession of 
pharmacy that he did not touch, 
and he was knighted for his 
services to pharmacy. 

Frank Huey's wife, Lydia, 
who supported him in all bis en- 
deavours, predeceased him by a 
few moutl^ One of his sons, also 
Frank, is now Vce-Oiancellor 
of Cranfield University.

Walter Ritchie 


The career of the sculptor 
Walter Ritchie provides the 
best 20th-centu^ example of 
the artist as his own worst 
enemy. 

In a time when recognition 
turns on regulv showing of a 
man's work Ritchie only ever 
had (wo exhibitions, the recond 
of them last year. The first was 
20 ye^ ago, at the London 
Building Centre, arranged by 
the Brick Development Asso- 
(tiatioa. The second was arr- 
anged by Kent County Council 
He was not, you will gather, like 
other sculptors. 

Bui then there were practi- 
cal difficulties to showing his 
work, not least the partial de- 
molition of banks, hospitals, 
colleges, churches, even part of 
the Oval cricket groundL, for it 
was lus belief that art should be 
on show in public places, a be- 
lief reflected in one of the first 
essays on his work, by the crit- 
ic Margaret Aldred, published 
in the Monumental Journal in 
1959, “TTie Street His GaUery". 
As he himself said rueful!)^. “I 
do seem to have made iluags 
difficult for myself." 

At 18 he was commissioned 
by >\hiwickshire Counqr Coun- 
cQ to sculpt a mermaid riding 
a seahorse. They had assumed 
the mermaid would ride side- 


saddle, but Ritchie, a realist, 
showed herwi± leg^ or rather 
tails, apart, whidi horrified the 
councillors. 

He went on to horrify many 
councillors in the course of his 
professional life. In 1953 
Coventry City Coundl com- 
missioned two huge panels, 
and the result produced the re^ 
markable headline “Brain 
Peeps Shock Psepii^ Ibm Ciiy” 
in the old Daify Sketch: 

surrealist peeps at a mao's 
brain in action are causing a bemi of 
protest . The hands and arms, ser- 
pents, Osh. half-women and birds, 
nave hcnriiled Councillor Francis 
Walsh: “It's like something out of a 
horror comic ...” 

It was not that he set out to 
shock or horrify, it was just that 
Ritchie went his own w^. Com- 
missioned by the Metropolitan 
Police in 19^ to do a wall be 
submitted a design showing a 
dark figure nmning through a 
fingerprint, and there was no 
commission, “i^ost things go 
wrong," said Rhchie. He did not 
get the dec^al coinage com- 
missiOD dlber; his d^ign for the 
10-pence piece had Boadicea in 
a chariot with a whip. Or, the 
gniat disappointment of bis ca- 
reer, which came when he de- 
parted from his brief to sculpt 
the great wall separating the sur- 


viving third of Malmesbury 
Abb^ from its ruins. He want- 
ed panel^ wild with action, de- 
piding the Six Virtues, and 
there were 19 meetings of 
five committees across two and 
a half years, and again no 
commission. 

It did not help diat he wasio- 
teresied in erotic sculpture. 
The magazine Men Only called 
in its lawyers when, in a 1978 
issue, it decided to include a 
phou^raph of ^u^'s a 

brick relief which was later 
bought the directors of a 
London recording stu^o. who 
had been assured this study of 
copulation would do wonders 
for their acoustics. 

Northampton Borough Coun- 
cil bought a series of brick pan- 
els but kept two of these in a 
walled garden locked most of 
the year. One which toows cop- 
ulating lovers broke in two a 
winters ago, but tiie council ap- 
pears to be in no hurry to have 
them joined again. Tnis would 
have delighted a man whose 
greeting on the phone was 
mvariably “Grim as usual”. 

Ritchie was one of the last 
living appremioes of Eric Gill; 
he studied with him fbrjust 18 
months just after the Second 
World Bhr, at Gill’s workpl ace, 
Pigotts, in Bucldnghanishire. 


He discounted the claims made 
about his old masters sexual ex- 
ploits. 'The man I' knew was 
near death, working flat oul He 
couldn't have fitted it all in,’’ 
said Ritchie. 

Ritchie’s training had begun 
long before he met GiU A car 
painter’s son, he was already a 
fully competent sodptor at 18, 
having been trained by local 
masons. “They taught me how 
to hold a hammer and chisel 
also the crowbar, a most useful 
tool” This left him fascinated 
by sheer craft so that when he 
was commissioned to do the 
loft-high panel Qiieen Eltaheih 
and the Washerwomen for the 
National West Bank in Bristol 
in 1979 he chose to do this as a 
relief in intaglio. This is rarely 
attempted uow, for it involves 
cutting into marble itself just 
inches thick, when a single blow 
of the chisel could shatter the 
whole thing.. Ritchie had to le- 
leani techniques the ancient 
Cretans had used on semi- 
precious stones. 

He carved in wood, marble, 
steel stone, ivoiy, silver, gold, 
alabaster, in just about eve^- 
tbing except fibre-glass. l4is 
p^cular love was the l,500va- 
rieties of brick still made in 
Britain, which allowed him to 
explore a new world of texture 


and colour in a medium of the 
streets. It was also veiy difficulL 
some bricks being shattered 
otbeis shattering Ritchie’s carv- 
ing tools. His raasteroiecc is 
the sculpture of Len Hutton in 
action at the Oval cricket 
ground created between 198S 
and 1993, rising out of a brick 
background. 

Unlike modem sculptors like 
Henry Moore, Ritchie never 
had assistants. His mistakes 
and his limitations, as he put it, 
were thus entirely his own. He 
never mixed in metropolitan 
diclcs, though the critic Heiben 
Read who took him up as a 
young man. often urged him 
to come to Londou to gain 
commissions. 

Waller Ritchie Ih’ed for 57 
years in the house to which his 
family had been evacuated af- 
ter the bombing of Covenify'. 
He took a holiday onue, m 
1955, when be wnt to the 
Lakes, but never took one 
again, having been alarmed by 
the financial insecurity he saw 
at first hand in his virars t^iih 
Gill.

Walter Ritchie, sculptor: bom

When in the 1970s ihe Regis- 
trar of the Courtauld Institute 
asked Christopher Hohler for 
an account of his activities for 
inclusion in the Annual Report, 
the reply he received was as 
foliows: 

1 have published no books or articles 
in the period mentioned. Nolhincl 
ha^'c buen workiug on could be 
called a twk. What I have been do- 
ing is preparingan article on “Some 
Early Manuscripts of English 
PolYphony” and another on William 
of Malmesbury and Glastonbury, I 
am investigating, for the bcneOl of 
mo PhD candidates 1 am supenis- 
ing. the medieval calendars and lita- 
nies of chtudws in the ecclesiastical 
province of E^ims . . . formally, my 
activities for the year in the Report 
will, as I chink they masi. appear as 
“nil", ^ou laiow. .ind evciy'onc else 
knov,^ what I think of ihte kind of 
Report. The unprintable facts arc. 
honever, ns .ibove. 


In fact. Hohler was one of a 
select band of scholars who 
shaped the Courtauld Institute 
in {^-war Britain, nuddng it for 
decades the most influential 
centre of art-historical study in 
the world. Yet his name is known 
to few except his coUea^es 
and pupils and his publications 
were indeed limited to a small 
number of articles, but those 
which he did are of outstanding 
quality and importance. 

He bad no ambition to write 
bot'ks or to be quoted as the au- 
thority on any topic (although 
he was the authority on many). 
Rather, he found the past, es- 
pecially the Middle Ages, end- 
lessly intriguing, puzzling, 
attractiv'e and. funny. This he 
combined wifo a genial dislike 
of the modern world, especial- 


ly as represented by all things 
American. He was ^ birth and 
by nature an aristocrat, whose 
opinions, although often polit- 
ically incorrect, were always 
cogently e:q)ressed with wh and 
clarity. 

His formidable inteUecu nur- 
tured both at Eton and at New 
College, was first directed to- ' 
wards archaeology, but, like 
many of his geoeratioa. his ca- 
reer was interrupted by the Sec- 
ond W>rid Wit. This was mostly 
^nt in Military Intelligence in 
the Middle East, where he stayed 
after the war to imjxove his Ara- 
bic. Returning to London in 
1947 without a job. Dame Joan 
Evans the famous antiquary rec- 
ommended him to*Ibm Bo^ at 
the Courtauld Institute and he 
worked there until he retired 


Hohler's reputation as a 
teacher derived from his vast, 
range of antiquarian knowl- 
edge and his lateral approach 
to academic problems. This 
was never better demonstrated 
than on the legendary Cour- 
tauld Summer Schools, organ- 
ised and largely funded by 
Barbara and Charles Robertson 
of Bath, which took students 
and teachers to often remote ar- 
eas, studying medieval ait at first 
hand My first eaqierience of 
these was in Apulia, where we 
went to Frederick Il's hunting 
palace at Castcl del Monte. This 
^■mmctrical building provides 
two floors of ideaiically shaped 
rooms, but Hohler had worked 
out exactly who used each one 
by analysing whether the doors 
opened inwards or outwards. 


whether they bad locks, the 
proxiimty of staircases and the 
provision of fireplaces. 

Hohler oqrected his students 
to be equipped with the basic 
academic skills, which be re- 
gar^d as the abilify to read all 
major languages, both andent 
and modem, and an under- 
standing of all the different 
discipliaes of medieval schol- 
arship. Not surprisingfy, these 
requirements were daunting to 
quite a lot of students and a 
number failed to last the 
course with him. However, 
those that did were richly re- 
warded and his generosity 
with his own learning was ex- 
ceptional. A list of the doctor- 
al theses which be supervised 
ranges from tombs in Bosnia to 
stained glass in Lmadatoirc and 


Dominican patronage in'ltafy. 

He contributed in a huge but 
laigefy unseen way to the pub- 
lications of others. In retire- 
ment, living in Oslo, be kept in 
touch with his friends and for- 
mer pupils throu^ his extensive 
corres^odence. A letter fiDm 
Hohler, in his immaculate 
minuscule handwriting and 
closely covering several pages 
on both sides, would aiways 
provide the recipient with an 
amaang range of scholarly com- 
ment, new leacis to follow and 
questions to ask. 

His own research started 
with an unfinished dissertation 
on St Gilles-du-Gard and p^ro 
^ressed through his coot^u- 
tions to the published study of 
the relics of St Cuthbert. to his 
work on the medieval pilgrim- 


age to Santiago da Compostela 
and on Stavanger Catbecfral He 
was immensely widely read, es- 
pecially in antiquarian research, 
and his knowleclge of medieval 
texts was extensive. But ail this 
learning was carried with an ef- 
fortless charm and his friends 
will remember him with a 
Gauloise in one hand, a glass of 
n4iisl^ in the other, exploding 
with ^ee over the absurd antics 
of some little known medieval 
personage.

A payment by (Urect debit, like 
a payment cheque, was to be 

treated as equivalent to cash, in 
that no defence of set-ofi 
should be available to a person 
sued for breach of a contract 
under which such payments 
were to be made for goods 
already supplied. 

The Court of Appeal (Lord 
Justice Simon Brown dimm- 
ing on the above point) allowed 
an appeal by the plaintiff, Esso 
Petroleum Co Ltd, against the 
decision of Judge Anthony 
Thompson QC sitting as a 
deputy High Court judge in 
Exeter on 21 June 1996, who 
dismissed Esso's appb'cation 
for summaiy judgment against 
the dcfendanL Howard James 
Milton, for £167,885.81 

The defondant was the li- 
censee of two of Esso’s service 
stations, which he occupied 
and managed under succes- 
sive three-v'car a^ements. It 
was a condition of these agree-

menis that he bought all his fuel 
from Esso and that be paid for 
it by dicea debiL 

The price at which he sold 
the fuel was fixed by Esso. In 
1996 Esso began its “price 
walcfa" initiative to help it com- 
pete with supermarket chains 
who had begun to sell cut- 
price petrol Esso lowered its 
prices and increased the rents 
charged to its licmisees. The de- 
fendant complained that he 
could not continue profitably to 
run his service stations. He 
took the view that the business 
relatiODship'beiwcen them was 
over. 

Between 1 and 9 >^)ril 1996 
Esso made 12 fuel delrveries to 
the two service stations. On 9 
^ril the defendant cancelied 
the direct debit instruction Ify 
which such deliveries were paid 
for. Esso gave the defondut 
notices pu^onedly leiminating 
bis licence agreements and 
sued him for the outstanding 
parents for fuel already 
delivered. 


19 Ftoruary 1997 

Esso's application for sum- 
mary jud^ent was refused, 
hew^c, and tire dcfeitdantw^ 
granted unconditional leave to 
defend. He admitted Esso’s 
claim but counterclaimed for 
damages for repudiatoiy 
breach of coatracu which dam- 
age be sought to set off in 
excinctiOD of Esso’s claim. 

^ Esso argued that no such 
tight of equitable set-off was 
available. Under the direct 
debit scheme the debtor should 
Ire subject to the same restric- 
tive rules, as to the stay of judg- 
ments and the scope of 
defences, which appli^ with 
regard to dishonoui^ cheques. 
Reliance was placed on Nova 
(Jersey) Knit Ltd v Kdmmgam 

Spinneri GmbH [1777] 1 WLR 
713 in which the House of 
l^rds refused to allow a plain- 
tiff’s action upon a dishon- 
oured bill of exchange to be 
stayed pending the resolution 
of the defodant’s counterclaim 
for unliquidated d^ages: see 
per Lord Wifoerfotoe at p 721. 


The defendant’s case was 
that a distinction should be 
made between debtor's 
mandate and the creditor's re- 
quest for p^ment under the di- 
rect debit ^tem: the ma^te 
did not constitute a cheque; and 
the request, far from being a 
si gn ed instrument equivalent to 
cash provided by the debtor, 
was drawn rather by the cred- 
itor. What the defendant bad 
done was to dishonour a 
promise, not a cheque. 

Mark Hapgwd QC (Irnin Mitchell,

\Anstey Urgent APrt^m, Eseterifor

Lord Justice Thorpe accepted 
Esso’s argument on the direct 
dtoit issue. Whilst coosdous of 
the difficulties and dangers in- 
volved in such an extenaon. his 
Lonlship believed it was con- 
sistent with the principle stat- 
ed by Lord WUberforce in 
1977. Where goods were ef- 
fectively sold for cash, the sell- 
er should have the security 


that cash brought when for 
mutual oonvenicnce the patties 
had adepted the banking mech- 
anisms in general usage for the 
transfer of cash from one 
account to another. 

Twenty years ago that was 
still by cheque. Theoreticallv 
the tanker driver could de- 
mand a signed cheque on ar- 
rival for an amount to he 
written in when ascertained by 
completion of the fuel delivery. 
But Esso's daily petrol sales var- 
ied between £9m and £20m and 
the modern mechanism for 
handlin g what were effective- 
ly cash sales on that scale was 
the direct debit system. 

It seemed a naiurai evolu- 
tion, rather than an extension, 
of the Noia Knit principle to 
bold that the seller of goods for 
cash transferred by the direct 
debit mechanism should be in 
no worse a position that if he 
bad accepted a cheque on 
deiivety. 

In this case justice was not re- 
quired to safeguard the defen- 
dant s cash flow pending trial 
of his daim against Esso.

Wsioiy coofronted ihem aad 
history was forced to take a bow 
after Michael Atherton's team 
iKcame the second England 
side, and only the 13th ever, to 
win a Test by scoring more 
than 300 in the last innings of 
the match. Althou^ the victory 
spoke of a team ef^ it was the 
monumental endeavour by the 
England captain, who added a 
centi^ to hk unbeaten ^ in the 
flrst ti^ngs. which engineered 
the win and with it the series. 

It was his 11th Test hundred 
and as be has been saddled with 
the reputation of something of 
a match-saver, probably his 
most satisfying. He was asked, 
soon after his epic to draw the 
Johannesburg Test, if be 
thought he would ever better 
the pathos and splendour of that 
incredible innings. “I hope so." 
be said. Td like to play a win- 
ning knock for England." 

Incredibly it is only the sec- 
ond time ^gland have won 
when he hassenred a hundred, 
the other also coming against 
New Zealand, at Trent Bridge 
in 1994. 

The century apart, it was the 
mind-boggling feat that he had 
spent almost 27 hours and 408 
overs on the Held of play before 
he was finally persuaded to 
leave. Inevitably it was fatigue, 
rather than aiw great sorcety on 
the part of the bowler, that 
finally led to his downfall a.s 
he edged w'earily to the 
wicket-keeper. 

**I admired the way he went 
about his job," Steve Rhon 
New Zealand's Australian 
coach, said. “He was probably 
the difference." However, when 
asked whether Atherton should 
be given the England captaincy 
for the Ashes. Rbton smirked 
and said: T'd give him ai^nhing 
he wants tonighL He deserves 
it." 

He is right, and rarely has an 
England captain’s contribution 
towards victory been so 
momentous. In fact onty Gra- 
ham Gooch's monolithic cen- 
tuiy against the West Indies at 
He'adin^ley in 1991, stands 
higher in the post-war pan- 
theon of great captain's in- 
ning. But u quality of life is the 
book in Atherton's hand - cur- 
rently Fly Fishing in ihe H«/ 
Couhiiy by Ann Voss-Bark - 
then this surely must come 
pretty close? 

'‘I'm very pleased," he said 
when later a^d what it was like 
to experience a series win 
abroad, the first since the equiv- 
alent tour here five years ago. 
"1 thought it was a strong per- 
formance today. I've "been 
pleased with the way we've 
played throughout this series, lb 
win 2-0 is fairly convincing and 
considering we came very close 
to winning in Auckland, it was 
probably deserved." 

England have certainly been 
resilient and in two of the three

Tests (here ami in Auckland) 
they have reversed unpromising 
situations brought about by 
their lack of consistemy with bat 
and ball. 

When the final day’s play be- 
gan, they needed 187 runs to 
win and although with eight 
wickets standing Ladbrokes 
had made them 4-7 favourites, 
it was still a daunting task con- 
sidering that about half the 
day's overs were likely to be 
bowled by Daniel Vettori into 
the rough outside leg stump. 

Rough or not. the IS-yeor old 
spinner hus been a revelation 
and if he tired towards the end 
of his 57 overs, his duels with 
Atherton - the Cambridge swot 
versus the bespectacled teen- 
ager who looks like one - were 
enthralling. 

It is what Test cricket is all 
about, and why, no matter how 
much razzmatazz is added, one- 
day cricket can never hope to 
come close to catching cricket's 
real essence: namely Ihe ebb 
and flow of protracted personal 
battles. 

England began with the plan 
of gaining valuable early 
momcnnira. by using the night- 
watchman. Andrew Caddied to 


play some shots. In a wa^, it only 
half-worked with Caddick scor- 
ing 15. And yet bow different 
the day might have turned out. 
had New Zealand been given his 
wicket 28 runs earlier, tefore he 
had scored. 

Pushing forward to the first 
ball of Vetlori's second over of 
the day, (Taddick somehow 
managed to jam the ball be- 
tween bat and pad. Sensing an 
opportunity, nemini^ at silly 
point, began to move in only to 
see the ball suddenly drop 
down. He Jived in and caught 
the ball u.s it bounced off Cad- 
dick's toe. 

Technically Caddick was out, 
hut with umpire Daryll Hair un- 
sighted. few expected the bats- 
man to be ]^vcn out. However, 
according to Fleming. Hair told 
him the ball was dead as it had 
lodged fast: a rule that is only 
meant to apply when the baU 
gets stuck in clothing or the top 
of the pad. 

if New Zealand cursed their 
poor luck on that occasion the 
balance tilted their way when 
England lost three wickets in 1 6 
balls, two of them to the per- 
severing Vettori. 

Tlie first to depart was the 


marathon man himself, who 
after the ultimate exhibition in 
Test match application, fell 
to a crude one-day shot, as he 
tried to run Astle's gentle 
medium-pace down to third 
man. It was the wicket New 
Zealand had wanted and it 
lifted their spirits. 

Excitement soon turned to 
delirium when Hus.c3in. having 
shared an 80-run partnership 
with his captain, followed four 
balls later, as Nation got one to 
kick out of the rough, via both 
knee and glove, before nestling 
in Fleming's hands at sDly poinL 

When Graham Thonx was 
out soon after, lamely chipping 
a return catch to give Vettori his 
fourth wicket of the i nnings, 
England were 231 for 6, needu^ 
another 74 for victoiy, and look- 
ing like going belly up. That th^ 
did not was la^Iy due to the two 
measured innings played by John 


Qawley’ and Dominic Cork, who 
finished unbeaten on 40 and 39 
respectively. 

Over his short career, Cork 
has been something of a hot- 
headed disappointment with 
the bau but with Crawley to nag 
him, he played one of his most 
mature Test innings to date. He 
probably counteracted Vettori 
better than anyone, and after 
Atherton’s precise skirmishes 
with the bowler, that is 
praise indeed. No pndiK; is h^ 
enough for the stripling 'Wnoii, 
however, whose 4 for 97 was 
something special to behold. 

In the Test match here five 
years ago. it was Vettori's hero, 
Phil Tuftiell, who managed to 
bowl England to victoiy in 
qmte amaring drcumstances. 
'This time it was so nearly Vet- 
tori. Let us hope for New 
Zealand cricket's sake, that is 
where the coincidences end.

It was as alive as the 
match. Caddick swung Vettori 
for a huge six - was the spell 
broken? 

How would Fleming, New 
Zealand’s youngest-ever cap- 
tain, cope on tins day? He re- 
moved hims elf as the Onfy slip 
and went to short midwicket. 
Caddick swung Heath Davis's 
next ball his way. Three down. 
Nasser Hussain joined Mike 
Atherton. 

As $0 often, so much seemed 
to rest with the England cap- 
tain. Eveline - the crowd, the 
Kiwis, hiS team-mates and 
Atherton himself - seemed to 
concur. Early on he flashed at 
'Davis and ^eac was the chas- 
tisement. The feet were mov- 
ing. the shot selection, mostly, 
perfect. 

If Johannesburg was Ather- 
ton's innings, Christchurch was 
Atherton's match. In the un- 
beaten first innings, his pulling 
and hooking returned. Now his 
driving was sublime. Fleming 
look the new ball and the runs 
flowed. 


Atherton sent Geoff .Allott 
thre^ the covers for four, then 
backward of point for three. 
Aga ins t Simon Doull. he 
clipped off his legs for two. 
drove square to the boundary 
and straight for three and his 
eieventh Test hundred. 

Lunch ai 203 for 3, 102 to gel. 
Nerves cafaned, but need u wa Ik 
before ingesting. Forty min- 
utes. later and the beef and 
tomato sandwich is spinning in 
the stomach. 

Atherton gone to the demon 
snarer, Natiian Aslle; Hus- 
sain done out of the rough, via 
a glove, by Vettori: Graham 
Thorpe dancing down the 
pitch and popping his first 
ball from the spinner straight 
back. 

‘•They won't get there now," 
someone mourned. Sr gone for 
231, 74 still needed. John Craw^ 
ley and Dominic Cork both 
new to the middle. Slow 
progress. Silence, even tbc 
Barmy Army wondering and 
waiting Astie and Vstiori ap- 
plying the strangle. Tea and 257 
the total 48 needed. 

Hist over back and Cork 
cut Vettori for four. Confi- 
dence growing again. The 
boundary found more regular- 
ly. Vettori, havii^ bowled M out 
of 36 overs at the northern end. 
finally takes a break and earns 
a waiin appreciation. Two men 
high on one of the floodli^t py- 
lons, but uellber was David 
LJ(^ or Steve Rixon. the re- 
spective coaches. 

Less than 30 needed now, the 
Barmy Army find their voice 
again.

Ibe 300 up with a back- 
foot drive from Crawley, then 
Cnik squeezing Allott to square 
leg for victory. Tw in a row, nur 
cup flows over. “The Ashes 
are coming home." sang the 
Barmy Army. 

The Australians may not 
have let England escape after 
their poor first two days, but 
Atherton, the man of the match, 
seemed determined for the se- 
ries. and the efforts of the win- 
ter. not to be squandered. 

Of the En^unJ skipper. 
RixoD said: “Ine way he went 
about hisjobwas a personal in- 
spiration. I admire that." Him 
and all of us.

Tim Lamb, the chief ex^iive 
of the English Cricket Board, 
dismissed talk of Mike Atherton 
being named captain for the 
Ashes series as premature. 

Lamb praised Atheitoa for 
his performance in Chrikchuidt 
but refused to commit; himself 
to supporting him for the skip- 
per's role.

Acooidiag to Eo^and's coach, 
David Uoyd, his New Zealand 
counterpart, Steve Rixon. made 
a bad error by telling reporters 
on the fourth evening that Eng- 
land’s players might not be sfole 
to handle the pressure. 

“Steve Rixon is a lovely chap 
but be gave us a terrific rour 
saying tiiat we couldn't play un- 
der pressure,’’ Uc^ said. “I 
needed to say nothing else than 
that to the lauds before we start- 
ed tbe final day.”
